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The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: Upon 
further discussion and consideration, the identification of porcine retroviral proteins is 
not based on the function of the protein but on whether a tissue donating pig comprises 
any retroviruses at all, with the assumption that these viruses may be active in human 
recipients even if they are not active in the donating pig. Therefore, the rejection of the 
claims for lacking utility is withdrawn.
